BEAUTIFUL EFFECTS OF DEW 


Especially In Freezing Weather Do the 
Minute Drops Form Spectacle 
Pleasing to the Eye. 


A countryside covered with dew la 
one of the most beautiful sights which 
the eye of man ever perceived. Here­ 
i n rd ranrlnpGio writes In 
Leslie’s. 
"Dewy Eve” Is no mere figment of the 
poet’s Imagination, since the dew al­ 
ways ••fulls” arter sundown. As a mat­ 
ter of fact, however, the dew does not 
“fall" at all, but Is deposited as the 
sun sets und as tile surface Of the 
earth, and everything upon It. begins 
to cool, 
It Is very curious and Inter- 
e stln g -th is 
precipitation, 
for 
the 
pearly dewdrops form upon the leaves 
of trees, the blades of grass, the fine 
hairs 00 the caterpillar and on every­ 
thing which Is fine and pointed 
The 
reason why we sometimes have a de­ 
posit of dew In the evening, at “the 
end of a perfect (summer) day” is 
that on these days the humidity Is 
high, or the amount of moisture In the 
atmosphere excessive. 
If it Is dry, 
there Is no dew, but lf there is much 
moisture in the air, we have this phe­ 
nomenon. 
During the daytime, when 
the sun is shining, Its rays keep the 
tiny 
particles of 
moisture 
dancing 
about at high speed; they do not have 
a chance to “settle” anywhere; they 
are In constant agitation, like boiling 
water. 
But when the sun has set, this 
"dance of the atoms” (of moisture) 
I slows down; their agitation becomes 
I less; and they tend to be deposited on 
vegetation, leaves, grass, etc., every­ 
where. Especially is this the case with 
all finely [minted substances, such as a 
spider's web. 
Then we have the most 
beautiful effects. 
If the weather be­ 
comes 
excessively 
cold—below 
the 
freezing point—during the precipita­ 
tion of the dew—then 
the 
minute 
drops of water will freeze into tiny 
crystals of ice, and then we have “hoar 
frost” covering the leaves, the grass 
and the countryside. 
This is one of 
the most beautiful sights In nature 
Fog ifs caused by somewhat similar at­ 
mospheric conditions—when the air Is 
heavily laden with moisture, and a 
tiny drop of water adheres to each 
particle of dust which we see in the at­ 
mosphere, dancing about merrily In the 
sunbeam. 
Experiments by Sir Oliver 
Lodge showed that, up to a certain 
point, fog could be dispersed by elec­ 
tric wave#. 
If the air be dry, and the 
electric current 
very powerful, 
the 
dust particles become redhot and glow 
with white heat; and this is the cause 
of the. lightning flash which we see Jn 
the sky. The "visible” lightning really 
consists of a series of dust particles 
In the path of the electric discharge 
w hich have been heated to white heat. 
The moisture in the air is the cause of 
"humidity," 
dampness, 
Scotch 
mist, 
and finally rain; and lf It Is very cold 
at the time, we have frow, sleet and 
hail Instead—frozen rain. 


Analyzing Waste Food. 
America leads all other nations In 
analyzing the value of the foods we 
eat and the best way to make them 
nourish us. Scientists have found that 
we often get little of the real value 
of our foods so that a great deal goes 
to waste. 
It is exactly as lf we took 
Just one squeeze out of a Juicy orange 
and then threw it away. The new sci­ 
ence has been developed largely since 
the outbreak of the war. 
Many inter­ 
esting experiments have been carried 
op in Teachers’ college in New York 
which are being watched by scientists 
all over the world. 
Some tests are 
made with white rats, others with hu­ 
man beings. 
Tile war department 
has utilized this information in fix­ 
ing the rations for our soldiers. 
In a 
few years people will look hack upon 
our wasteful, unscientific habits of to­ 
day with amazement.—Boys’ Life.

says the American Forestry associa­ 
tion in directing how to care for 
plants. 
Often It is the case that you 
will want to combine insecticides with 
fungicides In spraying, 
the associa­ 
tion [mints out, and bordeaux mixture 
is the thing. 
However, it should be 
remembered that bordeaux mixture is 
not fatal to insects but is an effective 
control for various types of fungous 
disease. 
Here is the combination for 
making the mixture: 
Copper sulphate, iiiue stone or blue 
vitriol, 3 ounces. 
I,ump lim 
ounces. 
Water, 2% gallons. 
Procure the ingredients st a drug 
or seed store, 
rf lump lime Is used. 
It must be fresh. 
Instead of lump 
lime, some prefer fresh hydrated lime. 
This is lime to which enough water to 
dry-slake it has been added. 
It Is a 
powder and does not require slaking. 
Use containers of wood,’ glass 
or 
earthenware. 
In one container 
dis­ 
solve the copper sulphate In about 
one-half gallon of hot water and then 
dilute with enough 
cold water 
to 
make a total of 1*4 gallons; or wrap 
the copper sulphate In a small piece 
of cheese-cloth, fill a quart jar with 
cold 
water 
and suspend the copper 
sulphate in the top of the water; In 
a couple of hours it will be dissolved. 
In another vessel slake the lime and 
dilute with enough water to make IM, 
gallons. 
If hydra ted 
lime 
Is 
used, 
simply mix It with water. 
Then pour 
these two solutions together, pouring 
the solution of coppet; sulphate slowly 
into the mixture of lime and water. 
stirring vigorously while this process 
is under way. 
The stirring insure# 
proper mixing.
